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NF SPLIT OVER TER 


ONLY two years after the internal 
coup which axed Martin Webster 
and the NF’s old guard leaders, the 
Front is once again on course for a 
major split in its ranks. 

Already, leading members have been 
suspended from membership and the battle 
is now on for control of the party’s assets: 
buildings, computers, printing equipment 
and membership lists. 

Ostensibly at issue are the party’s on- 
going links with Italian terrorists, which 
Searchlight has painstakingly detailed in 
the past. But this may only be the pretext in 
a bid for power by one faction trying to 
wrest control from another. 

Recently appointed chairman Martin 
Wingfield issued an ultimatum some weeks 
ago that if ties with the Italians were not 
severed he would resign from the party 
announcing publicly why he had done so. 


This was a particular challenge to Nick 
Griffin. and Derek Holland, both 
Directorate members, who have cultivated 
especially close working relationships with 
the Italians, all members of the London 
based Armed _ Revolutionary Nuclei 
(NAR) cell which has been sheltering here 
from Italian police since late 1980. 

A subsequent National Directorate 
meeting endorsed Wingfield’s demands, to 
the fury of Holland, Griffin and Pat 
Harrington. 

Backing up Wingfield was former 
chairman Jan Anderson who, as we have 
explained before, has never been 
particularly committed to the party’s two 
year old lurch into — revolutionary 
Strasserism, but has always had a keen eye 
for backing winning factions in internal 
power struggles. 

Griffin and Holland, who have long 
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nursed ambitions to axe Anderson from the 
leadership altogether, drew up a list of 
charges against him, including 
incompetence and financial 
mismanagement, and put them to the 
Directorate, demanding his expulsion. 
They were defeated. Later, however, they 
managed to cobble together a majority and 
proceeded to suspend Wingfield, 
Anderson, Tom Acton and Paul Nash. 
Now there is much dark rumouring that 
some of those suspended have been 
working for the security services. Much is 
being made of Ian Anderson’s remarkable 
acquittal on race charges last December. 


Sinister 


Also behind Wingfield is the sinister figure 
of veteran trouble maker Steve Brady, a 
former link man between British nazis and 
foreign terrorist groups. He was involved in 
helping safehouse the Italians when they 
first came to Britain, but has now lined up 
with those who want nothing more to do 
with them. His close links to loyalist 
paramilitaries in Northern Ireland led him 
to distrust Holland, a fanatical 
traditionalist Catholic, and he detests 
Harrington and Griffin. 

Worried that Joe Pearce’s apparent 
interest in Catholicism and his known 
devotion to Strasserism would drive him 
and his supporters into the Griffin/Holland 
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camp, Brady wrote to Pearce in prison, 
where he is currently serving six months for 
Race Relations Act offences. Pearce is the 
only leadership figure with any real 
personal following, and which way he 
jumps could determine how a large section 
of the members go as well. Brady’s letter, 
also distributed to other members, accused 
Griffin and Holland of incompetence, and 
they immediately demanded disciplinary 
action against Brady. Writing from prison, 


Pearce pledged his full support to 
Wingfield’s faction. 

Blind rage 

A tribunal, headed by _ ex-chairman 


Andrew Brons, was duly set up to hear 
charges of disloyalty against Brady. Brons, 
supporting Wingfield, found in Brady’s 
favour, however, and Griffin and Holland 
were driven into a blind rage. Brons and 
Brady were duly suspended as well. 

But the move backfired. Ever since the 
party’s administration went high tech 
recently with the introduction of 
computerised membership and financial 
records, it has been based at a plush office 
suite in Norwich. The landlords did not 
know who their tenants were, the lease 
having been taken out in the name of NP 
Enterprises. All Wingfield’s faction had to 
do was tip off the landlords about their 
tenants’ true identity and events would 
take their natural course. This is exactly 
what happened, and on Tuesday May 6, 
they had no choice but to pack up and leave 
the premises at extremely short notice. 
They were duly observed piling everything 
into a van, summoned in great haste, which 
transferred it all to Paul Fortune’s home in 
Norwich. 

Their opponents have thrown the party’s 
administration into further chaos by having 
NF bank accounts frozen. Wingfield’s 
group tried to regain control over the 
former head office in Croydon, which has 
since been converted to the party’s 
bookshop, but where Pat Harrington is 
firmly installed and shows no signs of 
leaving. Their only consolation is that the 
party’s printing press is still controlled by 
one of their supporters, Tom Acton, who 
operates it from a secret address. 

The obvious remedy, of course, is legal 
action to regain control of the party 
property, and indeed, Ian Anderson went 
to the High Court in mid-May for an 
injunction restraining the splitters. But 
when he turned up at Griffin’s home to 
serve a summons, he found himself peering

down the barrel of a shotgun. A bulletin 
from Wingfield’s group later asked bluntly, 
“Is Nick Griffin insane?” Earlier, it is said, 
an altercation between the two factions in 
an east London pub ended with Anderson 
picking a fight with Pat Harrington, and 
one of Griffin’s supporters having 
ammonia squirted in his face. 

All of this must leave former NF leader 


Martin Webster laughing up his sleeve. 
Ever since the ‘political soldiers’ booted 
him out in 1984, he has been predicting that 
the new leaders were “a bunch of sharks 
who will soon turn on each other”. Perhaps 
his semi-retirement, surrounded by a 
dwindling band of old cronies called Our 
Nation, may have brought with it a little 
wisdom. 


FESTIVAL OF FILTH 


NF defiles London church hall 


THIS article is not for the 
squeamish. It describes an orgy 
of filth and degradation 
organised by the National Front 
in a church hall, masquerading as 
a cultural festival. Local church- 
goers felt compelled to hold a 
religious service in the building 
afterwards as an act of cleansing. 

This event, on April 19, began amid 
extremely tight security precautions. It 
had been billed as a pageant of folk 
culture and music to celebrate St 
George’s Day, and members were 
shepherded by several circuitous routes 
from London Bridge railway station to 
the church hall of St George the Martyr 
in Southwark. About 250, mainly 
skinheads, were present. 

In the main, they showed little 
interest in the madrigals and organic 
food on offer, preferring to consume 
large quantities of alcohol until they 
were violently drunk. 

The proceedings quickly degenerated 
into a festival of filth. Fronters, too 
drunk to make it to the lavatory used the 
walls and floor of the hall as a toilet, 
befouling them with vomit, urine and 
excrement. To complete their defile- 
ment of the place, they followed up with 
a display of group masturbation, coating 
the walls with semen. A church cleaner, 
arriving the next day to clean up, fainted 
as she entered the hall and witnessed the 
aftermath of the Front’s afternoon of 
debauchery. 


Local police only became aware of 
what was going on towards the end of 
the day when gangs of drunken revellers 
spilled out onto Borough High Street. 
Officers from the nearby police station 
closed down the local tube station to 
protect passengers and began making 
arrests. Amongst the eleven detained 
was Front directorate member Phil 
Andrews. 


Ransacked 


As the supply of drink ran out, groups of 
Front members attacked local Asian 
owned shops, one an_ off-license. 
Windows were smashed and the shops 
ransacked. 

Late in the afternoon, a Nigerian 
member of a religious group due to hold 
a service in the hall the following day 
arrived to prepare a meeting room. He 
was set upon and badly beaten. 

St George’s vicar, the Reverend 
David Howiss, was deeply upset at what 
had taken place on church property, and 
gathered his parishioners in the building 
the following day to cleanse the 
atmosphere by holding a religious 
service. The hall had been booked 
under a false name and paid for by a Mr 
Turpin. The Rev. Howiss says he will be 
contacting the church authorities to 
warn other churches about suspicious 
booking applications for church 
premises.

London fugitive 
gaoled for 
police murders 


Italian terrorist Luciano Petrone, 
extradited from Britain two years 
ago, has been gaoled for the 
murder of two police officers. 

An Italian court has sentenced him to 
more than twenty-two years in gaol for 
his part in the killings which took place 
in Rome four years ago. 

Petrone was arrested at the Chelsea 
flat of his girlfriend, Imogen Lucas-Box, 
whom he had met in Marbella, Spain. 
He is also suspected of having been 
involved in the massive robbery at the 
Bank of Andalucia in Marbella in 1983. 

When he appeared on trial for 
extradition in London, Lucas-Box was 
escorted away from the court by other 
Italian terrorists who have been hiding 
in the UK. Petrone is known to have 
made contact with them soon after his 
arrival in London.

Donald E. Collard is a former 
associate of Oswald Mosley’s 
Union Movement who in the 1960s 
bought large amounts of nazi 
material from Colin Jordan’s 
National Socialist Movement. He is 
also the husband of Southend’s 
new Conservative mayor, Louise 
Collard, and treasurer of the local 
Tory Party. 

In April and May 1965, Jordan’s 
headquarters at Princedale Road, Notting 
Hill, was busy responding to Mr Collard’s 
requests for publications and other nazi 
material. Items sent to him included such 
gems as The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion, three assorted copies of the 
National Socialist, the Stormtrooper, a 
swastika badge and even a photograph of 
Adolf Hitler. Jordan’s invoices for this 
material contained the instruction ‘sent by 
sealed envelope’. 

Collard was also on the books at 
Mosley’s London headquarters in the early 
1960s. 


Last year it was disclosed that Frank 


Paveley, constituency chairman of 
Southend’s Conservative MP, Teddy 
Taylor, was a former NF member who still, 
according to a journalist who spoke to him, 
held very racist views. This latest revelation 
again shows the type of people Southend’s 
Conservatives are prepared to put up with. 

Norman Tebbit stood by Paveley and 
wrote rather impolite letters to prospective 
Alliance candidate Humphrey Berkeley 
who complained about this man holding a 
senior post in the local Tory Party. It

so quickly to Collard’s defence. 

Paveley’s son was also a member of the 
NF in the mid-1970s and wrote letters to its 
journal, Spearhead. He committed suicide 


while still in his teens. 

The large local Jewish community will 
have to consider carefully its participation 
in any function attended by Mrs Collard if 
her husband acts as her official escort. 





@ SUPPORTERS UNITED 


A new organisation, Supporters United, is aiming 
to promote friendship between rival football fans. 
The organisation, which was started after the 
Brussels football stadium tragedy last year, has 
5,000 members already. The Football Association 
has offered members tickets for international 
matches at reduced rates. 

An infiltration attempt by a member of the 
Naitonal Front was blocked when the man’s name 
was recognised. The man was later arrested 
during police raids on the homes of alleged 
football troublemakers.

The current issue condemns abuse 
of black players at football grounds, and singles 
out Newcastle United’s ground as a problem. The 
magazine says it has the support of pop stars Paul 
Weller, Dee C. Lee, Alexei Sayle, Madness, and 
Billy Bragg. Kevin Keegan is a supporter of the 
association. 

Conservative councillors opposed the move to 
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buy the magazine for Newcastle school libraries.

@ HONEYFORD VISIT STORM 


Former headmaster Ray Honeyford has visited 
Bradford to address a meeting of the Rotary Club. 
He was met with an angry demonstration. 
Honeyford was forced to resign his post after 
publication of articles by him in a right wing 
magazine. Since his departure there has been an 
increase in racist attacks in Bradford schools. 

A report by Bradford Council’s Multicultural 
Support Group has given details of clashes 
between Asian and white youths in two recent 
incidents. It said the assaults had to be seen 
against the “damaging controversy” of the 
Honeyford affair, which black people felt made 
racism respectable. Racist attacks have been 
reported in Keighley.

But how much is Jane going to be bunging 
in herself, we might ask? Having just chucked 
£500 down the tubes in the Fulham by 
election (for a less than impressive 200 or so 
votes) she is, we hear, beset by hard times. 
Neighbours in Fulham have recently espied 
her picking her way through piles of rotting 
end-of-day leftovers at the local street 
market, and carting home shopping bags full 
of rejected fruit. Ignoring the wise precept 
that beggers can’t be choosers, she was even 
observed discarding Jaffa oranges in favour 
of more ideologically sound specimens from 
South Africa. 


Crude Hoile 


GUN-TOTING ‘anti-communist’ guerillas are 
known to be close to the heart of FCS leader 
David Hoile. Last year he courted controversy 
by appearing on patrol with ‘Contras’ in 
Nicaragua bearing a Kalashnikov rifle. So 
enamoured, in fact, is the larger part of the 
current FCS leadership as a whole of such 
antics, that they have published a newsletter 
called A Liberation Reader, subtitled ‘The 
Freedom Fighter versus Terrorist Debate — a 
Conservative Activists’ Guide’. And Hoile’s 
name, (as of ‘Conservative Students Foreign 
Affairs Group’) is prominently emblazoned 
on the front cover as its author. 

But what's this? The National Student 
Federation of South Africa has published a 
much glossier booklet called The Fight for 
Freedom, subtitled ‘The Terrorist/Freedom 
Fighter Debate’ which covers exactly the 
same ground — why the West should 
support armed ‘anti-communist freedom 
fighters’ in Angola, Mozambique, 
Kampuchea, Afghanistan, and Viet Nam. 

But the similarity does not end there. From 
tatty page one to ever tattier page seven, 
Hoile’s booklet is identical, word for word, 
photo for photo, and caption for caption, to 
the South African publication. 

The only item missing from his work is the 
tiny announcement on the back of the other 
which says “Issued by the National Student 
Federation of South Africa ... copyright 
reserved”. 
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Exposing themselves 


OH DEAR! We really will have to behave 
ourselves. The National Front is appealing to 
its members for funds to publish “a well- 
researched expose of the anti-British rag 
Searchlight” . 

According to Nationalism Today, “only a 
shortage of funds” prevents the Strasserite 
super sleuths from getting on the trail of the 
magazine’s wicked staff: “a squalid 
collection of criminals, child molesters, 
Zionists and Communists” who are “asking 
to be discredited”. 

Do we detect a raw nerve? Could it be 
something to do with our regular coverage 
“exposing and discrediting” the criminals 
and child molesters (and offenders of many 
other varieties, though, we concede, not 
often Zionists or Communists) who make up 
much of the NF and its leadership?. 

Criminals, for instance, like Joe Pearce, Pat 
Harrington, Phil Andrews, Martin Wingfield, 
lan Stuart or the hordes of Fronters who have 
been dragged through the courts in recent 
years. Or the North London NF armed 
robbery team. Or the Islington NF rape gang. 

Nationalism Today will find no child 
molesters amongst Searchlight's staff, but it 
might if it cares to look a little closer to home. 
What about the high-spirited events 
involving NF members at a certain Newham 
flat, or at what was known as ‘the Battersea 
hay loft’? Or perhaps NT might recall some of 
the prosecutions that were only averted by 
pressure on parents who were also NF 
members to persuade them that the party 
would not survive the scandal if they pressed 
for criminal proceedings against certain 
prominent members. NT might even 
remember that some of these incidents, one 
or two involving unpleasant injuries to 
young victims, actually took place in the 
Front’s headquarters building. 


One past the Post 


FOR sheer cheek, League of St George fiihrer 
Mike Griffin takes some beating. It was only a 
few months ago that we revealed how he 
had set up the Michael Collins Association to 
honour the murdered Irish Republican 
leader, and how he had managed to recruit 
well known respectable figures who were 
quite ignorant of his involvement with 
hardline nazi groups. Many were furious 
when they discovered that they had been 
taken in by a nazi fanatic. 

One of the newspapers where he received 
considerable publicity for the Association 
was the J/rish Post, serving the Irish 
community in Britain. Well, he’s at it again: 
the /rish Post is once again carrying classified 
ads soliciting members for Griffin’s Michael 
Collins Association. 

What's curious is that although the /rish 
Post gave generous coverage to his early 
efforts to build the Association, it printed not 
a word when we revealed who was behind it. 
And now it’s carrying plugs for him again. 

They surely can’t need the advertising 
revenue that much.

@ BNP GIVEN BRUSH OFF 


The British National Party has been given the 
brush off by the Labour Party in Bradford. 
Labour leader Councillor Phil Beeler refused to 
meet a BNP representative to discuss meeting 
arrangements for the council elections. After a 
BNP election meeting last year, 13 people faced 
public order charges. Labour councillors have 
asked the city solicitor to examine whether the 
style of gathering held by the BNP has to be 
allowed under electoral law. The BNP buses 
supporters in from outside the city, and its 
meetings are propaganda rallies rather than 
election meetings.

Fascists’ 
hate 
campaign 


Nazis attack the living | schools 


East London was the scene for two 
particularly unpleasant racial 
attacks recently. In one, a 
phosphorous bomb was thrown but 
fortunately it missed its target. 


In the first incident a gang of seven 
smartly dressed men gathered outside a 
newsagent’s shop in Newham shouting 
racist abuse and threatening the Asian 
owner. One of his elderly white 
neighbours, who is a member of the local 
neighbourhood watch, rushed into the 
street with his dog and dispersed the 
hooligans. 


Petrol bombs 


A few minutes later they returned armed 
with stones, a phosphorous bomb and 
petrol bombs, some of which the police 
later described as professionally made, and 
restarted their attack. This time they were 
also confronted by the shopkeeper who has 
a huge guard dog which saw them off. The 
bombs were thrown wide and fortunately 
missed their target. 

Later that evening police reported that a 
40-strong gang of youths with some older 


men was prowling the streets in the area 
around Alexandra Road, East Ham. The 
police found a number of petrol bombs 
abandoned nearby. 

In the same week a gang of white women 
mounted an unprovoked attack on 40-year- 
old Mrs Elaine Randall, a black mother of 
three. One of the women held her from 
behind while the other two punched and 
kicked her and subjected her to a tirade of 
racist abuse. The white women’s four 
children appeared to act as lookouts.

Even when her assailants had knocked her 
semi-conscious to the ground, in what was 
described as a busy main road, they 
continued to beat and kick her. She was 
rescued by the brave intervention of a 
passing white woman who got off her bike 
to come to Mrs Randall’s assistance and 
was herself attacked. Seconds later a white 
couple in a car dragged Mrs Randall inside 
to safety and rushed her to the local 
hospital. Mrs Randall told the press that 
had it not been for the help from the white 
passers by, she thought she might have 
been killed. 


... and the dead 


The sick-minded louts of the British 
nazi groups still appear to make the 
dead one of their main targets. In 
the north, both Moslem and Jewish 
cemeteries have been attacked in 
the last couple of months. 

At Blackley Jewish cemetery in 
Manchester, swastikas and SS runes were 
sprayed on 50 headstones. In another 
northern town a similar number of Moslem 
graves came in for the same treatment. 

The holocaust memorial stone in Hyde 
Park was daubed again. In East London the 
Anne Frank exhibition was covered with 
slogans including the words “Jewish lies”. 
Incredibly, the local police commander 
told one of the exhibition organisers: “If 
you put on a show like that in this area, you 
should expect this kind of thing to happen”. 

The exhibition has also been threatened 
by men who come in and make remarks to 
its staff and by a looney phone caller who 
told the staff he would pour acid on them 
and the displays. 

Synagogues in St Johns Wood, Luton 
and. Willesden have suffered break-ins and 
fires recently. In Luton the holiest religious 
object in the synagogue was smashed. And 





in Ealing nazi daubings have appeared on 
walls. 


Further reports have been received of the 
National Front’s school gate campaign. 

In Fylde, Lancashire, headmasters have 
condemned the National Front as “wicked”, 
following a leaflet campaign aimed at recruiting 
young children. Pupils at two schools — Carr Hill 
High School, and Lytham St. Anne’s High School 
— have been handed leaflets as they left for home. 
Entitled "No Jobs No Future”, and “Dealers in 
Death”, the leaflets accuse the police of ignoring 
known drug dealers, claim racial minorities are 
given preferences for jobs, housing, and 
amenities, and invite children to set up vigilante 
action squads and National Front cells in their 
schools. Both heads said they were considering 
special discussion lessons to analyse the leaflets in 
an open environment. 

In Morecambe, members of the National Front 
have conducted a leafleting raid on a local school. 
Pupils of Morecambe High School were handed 
leaflets inviting them to send £1 for a special pack 
to set up an NF “information unit” at school. The 
leaflets urged the pupils to join British Resistance. 
Headmaster Mr Stephen Allott said that by the 
time the matter was reported to him, the leaflet 
distributors had gone. He said the leaflets had 
been handed to the school’s history department so 
that the factual inaccuracies could be corrected. 

A Preston school has suffered three break-ins 
and been daubed with National Front slogans and 
other obscenities. Deepdale Primary School has a 
high percentage of black pupils. Preston’s Police 
chief, Supt Ken Mackay, has denied that the 
attacks were the work of racists. 

In Sutton Coldfield the National Front has 
announced a “school gates campaign”. Pupils will 
be approached as they leave school in the evening. 
They will be urged to buy the party’s newsletter 
with a view to signing them up at 14. 

“Ten year olds are old enough to buy our 
newspapers if they want to”, said Norman 
Tomkinson, NF area officer. There are also plans 
to organize a rock concert like the Labour Party’s 
Red Wedge concerts. 

In County Durham, education chiefs and police 
are to carry out an investigation into alleged 
National Front infiltration at Branksome 
Comprehensive School, Darlington. Councillor 
Margaret Moorhouse said racist stickers have 
gone up around the school and there have been 
disturbances during which a supervisor was hurt 
and windows broken. A petrol bomb was thrown 
through a window after school hours. The 
National Union of Teachers has supported the 
inquiry, but headmaster Mr John Le Roi has said 
that attempts to link school disturbances with the 
NF were “totally without foundation”. 

In Sefton, Lancashire, the National Front has 

admitted distributing leaflets at schools. A 
spokesman said the leafletting normally took 
place at the school gates, but that he saw nothing 
wrong with leafletting on school premises. 
Sefton’s Education Committee has heard that NF 
graffiti which have been removed have already 
been replaced. Leaflets had been thrown in the 
yard at Litherland High School, and there had 
been attempts to use noticeboards and walls at St 
Wilfrid’s High School.

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NEW RIGHT, NEW RACISM by 
PAUL GORDON AND FRANCESCA 
KLUG (Searchlight Publishing £3) 


As well as exposing the activities of the 
ultra right, Searchlight has, in recent 
years, also concentrated on the antics 
of the new right — those on the far right 
of the Tory Party and their friends in 
academia, pressure groups and the 
media. 

In our latest publication, New Right, 
New Racism, we put the spotlight on the 
new right and the kind of racism they 
promote. We summarise the links between 
the new and far right, both in terms of the 
connections between individuals and 
organisations in both camps, and in terms 
of the similarity of the ideas they promote. 

But the influence of the new right, the 
authors Paul Gordon and Francesca Klug 
argue, lies in the extent to which they 
distance themselves from the brutality of 
fascism. Instead they promote notions like 
the ‘British way of life’ and the ‘territorial 
imperative’ to argue that it is ‘natural’ and 
‘inevitable’ that peoples of different races 
and cultures cannot live together 
harmoniously. Following on from this, 
‘voluntary repatriation’ is made to seem 
like a ‘common sense solution’ to the 
problems of multi-racial Britain. 

As the book amply illustrates, most of 
Fleet St. (and Wapping!), an array of Tory 
MPs and a stream of populist academics 
peddle such arguments in every day 
language. They are fighting on the 
ideological terrain. As such they are 
preparing the way, as David Edgar argues 
in his preface, for Thatcher and her 
lieutenants to play the overtly racist (as 
well as the coded law and order) card, as 
black people refuse to accept their 
oppression and the cities burn once again. 

The book is divided into four chapters. 
The first is devoted to a summary of the 
main tenets of the new right, from the free 
marketeers to the law and order lobby. The 
second chapter explores what has come to 
be termed the ‘new racism’ as developed by 
Enoch Powell and his successors on the new 
right. These two themes are brought 
together in the third chapter, which looks at 
the policy implications of the new racism of 
the new right, with sections on education, 
race relations legislation, assimilation 
strategies, law and order and repatriation. 
The final chapter turns to the specific 
politics of Thatcherism and discusses how 
far it has been influenced by the new right 
approach to race. An appendix provides 
details on all the main new right groups 
from the Monday Club to the Adam Smith 
Institute. We can truthfully say that this is 
the first book to focus entirely on the race 
politics of the new right and to do so ina 
clear and concise way.

The National Front’s Irish connections: Special Report 




























































Just as the political crisis in 
Northern Ireland has worsened 
since the Anglo-lrish agreement, 
so the National Front appears to 
have strengthened its 
determination to enmesh itself in 
the web of terror that the Ulster 
Loyalists are weaving. 

Indeed, so intent are the nazis on 
becoming embroiled that they have 
openly admitted taking part in 
Loyalist riots, not least the one in 
Portadown in April, where, in some 
of the worst Protestant violence seen 
so far, the NF confessed to having 
suffered ‘heavy casualties.’ 

Of course, since its first edition, 
Searchlight has fully documented 
the NF’s enthusiasm for getting in on 
the Northern Ireland terrorist act, 
despite its being rebuffed, enticed 
and rebuffed again by the main 
Loyalist para-military group, the 
Ulster Defence Association. 

All the UDA‘s blowing hot and cold 
has not deterred the the NF. Far from 
it. As recently as April, the NF’s 
treasurer in Northern Ireland, 32 year 
old schoolteacher, Andrew McLorie 
was in court, charged with making, 
possessing and throwing petrol 
bombs. The alleged target was the 
home of a police sergeant in the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary. 

McLorie has denied these charges. 
But, through his defence lawyer, he 
has conceded his links with the 
National Front, links which, said the 
same lawyer, were ‘more ideological 
than sinister.’ 

In court, the prosecution said, 
‘Effectively his role was to get them 
materials and be with them and while 
he did not throw any petrol bomb 
himself, he does admit being there at 
the material time.’ McLorie was 
refused bail. 

Since the onset of Loyalist violence 
in protest at the Hillsborough 
agreement, there have been 
numerous accusations of National 
Front involvement in mayhem. In 
one foray into the murky world of 
Orange ‘resistance’, the NF held a 
rally, only a few days after McLorie’s 
appearance in court, in the Belfast 
suburb of Rathcoole, which ended 
with barricades being erected and 
over 400 louts going on the rampage. 

In the ensuing chaos, Catholic 
homes were beseiged, cars and a bus 
were set ablaze and a police officer

was taken to hospital after having a 
brick smashed in his face. To protect 
themselves from the NF inflamed 
mob, police had to fire plastic bullets. 

This kind of lawless activity fits 
snugly into the political outlook that 
the NF has developed over the past 
three years: an outlook which bears 
very heavily the stamp of terrorism 
and which, more worryingly, is 
starting to find practical expression. 

The source of this dangerous 
development has been the close 
association and collaboration of key 
National Front members with known 
Italian fascist terrorists. At various 
times, Nick Griffin, Michael Walker 
and currently jailed Joe Pearce have 
all had dealings with these political 
gangsters. 

So, crucially, have two other 
leading Fronters: Steve Brady, who 
safe-housed Italian fascists who fled 
from italy after 86 people were 
bombed into oblivion at the Bologna 
railway station in 1981, and Derek 
Holland, who gave the so-called 
‘Third Position’ theories held by the 
Italians British expression with his 
pamphlet, ‘The Political Soldier’. 

The Italians involved all seemed to 
know a thing or two about political 
soldiering, especially using lethal 
weapons. No fewer than seven of 
them were either wanted or had been 
convicted in their absence for an 
assortment of violent crimes. 

The violent pedigree of these far- 
right visitors to our shores has been 
quite formidable: 

*Roberto Fiore: member of the 
terrorist Armed Revolutionary Nuclei 
(NAR), sentenced to 9 years for 








The immediate background to the 
renewed turmoil in Northern 
Ireland is the Anglo-Irish 
agreement recently signed by 
British Prime Minister, Margaret 
Thatcher and Irish Premier Garret 
Fitzgerald. 

The mere prospect of recognition 
that Eire might have a role to play in 
the future of the Northern Ireland 
enclave has driven some sections of the 
Loyalist movement into apoplexy. 

British fascists, especially the 
National Front, view the hostility to 
the Agreement as a big opportunity to 
export their politics of hatred by 
joining the Loyalist mobs who have 
taken to the streets. 

In the past 3 months, there has been 
mounting evidence of NF involvement 
in attacks on both Catholic families 
living in mainly Protestant areas. 

Activity of the type openly advocated 
by the NF, and the latter’s links with 
Orange extremist on both sides of the 
Irish Sea, should now be a matter for 
serious public concern. 

Already, Mr Reg Freeson (Lab. 
Brent East) has raised the question of 
NF-Loyalist connections in Parliament, 
only to be told by Home Office 
Minister, Giles Shaw, that the British 
Government is “aware” of these links. 
No action was promised, however. 

This situation is totally 
unsatisfactory. The National Front’s 
current immersion in Northern Ireland 
is part of its preparation to turn the 
mainland into an adventure 
playground for terrorism. It is time 
that such moves were brought to an 
abrupt halt. Why are we not seeing the 
sort of attention given to republicans 
being given equally to nazi intervention? 



















running an armed gang and also 
charged with attempted murder, 
arson and armed robbery. 

*Stefano Tiraboschi: sentenced to 8 
years for organising an armed gang 
and also charged with armed 
robbery. 

*Massimo Morsello: 8 years for 
organising an armed gang. 

This is just some of the unsavoury 
company that the NF has rubbed 
shoulders with. Thus, it is no surprise 
that it now wants to implement its 
‘de-stabilisation’ tactics in a part of 
Britain that is already badly de- 
stabilised. 

Over the last couple of years, there 
has been an almost non-stop traffic 
of NF members to Northern Ireland. 
Much of the groundwork for the NF’s 
present and, it appears, growing 
influence in some Loyalist circles has 
been done by the NF’s Catholic born, 
ex-Ulster Volunteer Force and now 
UDA member, Steve Brady. 

Brady has a long record of 
dabbling in Northern Irish affairs. In 
May 1980, he wrote to the UDA’s 


‘Supreme Commander’, Andy Tyrie, 
and catalogued a list of extreme-right 
and fascist organisations that the 
UDA could approach on an _ inter- 
national level. Some of these outfits 
were terrorist movements. They 
included FANE in France, the Turkish 
Grey Wolves, the Belgian VMO and 
Italy’s Ordine Nuovo. All the latter 
have been involved in gun-running 
and murder. The VMO, though, was a 
problem because of what Brady said 
was its ‘long history of support for 
Irish Republicanism’. 

In fact, it was later proven in a trial 
of 14 UVF members that the VMO had 
held meetings with loyalist para- 
militaries and, in exchange for 
£50,000 of weapons, had asked the 
UVF to launch a campaign against 
Jewish targets on the British 
mainland. Brady's suggestions had 
been taken up, although the deal was 
never struck. 

Not long after, Martin Webster had 
his last fling as an NF leader in July 
1983 when he addressed a rally in 
Coleraine. ‘When you are ready for 


battle’, he told his audience, ‘we will 
lead you to the sound of gunfire’. 
Even such a promise was not good 
enough for the ‘political soldiers’ 
now at the helm of the National 
Front. 

All these moves suffered a very 
bad setback, though, just about 6 
months later, when UDA leader, 
John McMichael ordered his 
followers not to join a planned NF 
march and stated: ‘I hate fascism’, 
adding ‘There is no chance of a link- 
up between the UDA and the 
National Front’. Somebody should 
have told Brady and Tyrie. Or 
perhaps they did. 

Certainly, it seems that apart from 
some NF members doing military 
training at a farm in Derry, the nazis 
had to fall back on their more usual 
support of skinheads, glue sniffers 
and other such social detritus. Hence 
their frantic attempts to be seen to 
riot... even if that means that these 
self-appointed guardians of law and 
order have to be busy attacking the 
police.

Beating the drum for Loyalist extremism 


Reading the NF’s publications at 
the moment is strictly ‘deja non 
vu’ where Northern Ireland is 
concerned. Gone are the days 
when the Front eagerly paraded 
its calls for Northern Ireland to 
remain part of the UK. 

All that stuff has been replaced by a 
new line that if Ulster is to survive it 
must declare its independence and 
cut its ties with a treacherous Britain. 
Almost sounds like a Republican 
tract, doesn’t it? But it’s a bit more 
sinister than that. 

The material put out by the 
National Front isn’t even Loyalist ina 
strict sense. It is definitely not a 
reflection of the mainstream of 
Loyalist opinion which even now 
talks about saturating the United 
Kingdom with Loyalist propaganda. 
If mainland support did not matter, 
why try to win such support? 

No, the new-style ‘Third Position’ 
nazis have other fish to fry and can’t 
wait to immerse themselves in the 
hot-pot. So sure are they of 
themselves that they can write in the 
editorial columns of their monthly 
Nationalism Today, that there are 
crucial differences between the 
situations in Rhodesia, which 
announced a Unilateral Declaration 
of Independence in 1966, and 
Northern Ireland today. 

The main difference, it appears, is 
that ‘In the coming conflict in Ulster 
there is a real chance that the NF can 
play a constructive political role, to 
the mutual benefit of the Loyalist 
cause and the Party itself’. 

Stripped of subterfuge what this 
statement means is this: the

members to carry and fire arms. 
Front leader, Nick Griffin makes no 
bones about it. In the March edition 


of Nationalism Today, he takes 
Northern Ireland’s pulse and decides 
that ‘the situation in Ulster is fast 
beccoming revolutionary’. It is 
Griffin's prediction that the ‘British 
Revolution will start in Ulster’. In 
other words, Griffin is prepared to 
put the lives of his members on this 
particular horse. 

Ulster is now ‘the business’ and 
campaigning to ‘save’ it is going to 
mean rather more than rounding up 
gangs of thugs to turn over meetings 
of the Troops Out Movement or 
mounting the odd attack on ‘Bloody 
Sunday’ demos. 

The accent will, henceforth, be on 
being there — right, slap bang in the 
middle of it all. It is only in this 
context that the NF’s_ recruiting 
activities for the para-military UDA 
can be understood. 

Since the early 1970s, fascists have 
been up to their necks in illegal 
collaboration with some of the most 
violent elements on the Loyalist 
political scene. A name that recurs 
times over is that of Steve Brady 
whose pedigree goes some way 
back. In the early ‘70s, Brady was 
involved with another far-right 
fanatic, Leslie ‘Lutz’ Vaughan of the 
sinister nazi Column 88, in a little 
scheme designed to build up 


weapons for ‘the big day’ in Northern 
Ireland. 

That enterprise was the subject of 
an exposure by Granada TV's World 
in Action in 1981. However, even 
before that time, fascists had been 
hard at it gathering weapons for an 
all-out assault on Northern Ireland’s 
Catholics. 

In 1974, extreme-rightists in 
Yorkshire were hauled before the 
courts and were given lengthy spells 
in prison for their part in conspiring 
to supply arms to the Ulster Defence 
Association. NF member, John 
Gadd, was sentenced to ten years 
jail; Monday Club member, Roy 
Forbes, to seven years and UDA 
Leeds member, John Griffiths, to five 
years. 

Twelve years on, the National 
Front is now distributing leaflets 
recruiting for the UDA. All, naturally, 
in the cause of ‘saving Ulster’. 

Hence, NF members have been 
able to go to and fro across the Irish 
Sea for all manner of purposes: 
weapons training, marches, 
meetings and even soccer matches. 
Learning the use of automatic 
weapons has been a popular activity 
of NF members and several leading 
figures have put in appearances 
‘across the water’. Amongst these 
have been John Field, Joe Pearce 
and the ever-present Steve Brady. 
The. presence of the NF’s Legal 
Officer, the man who is yet to win a 
case, Patrick Harrington, has also 
been noted. 

Parallel with the sudden interest in 
overseas travel has gone a big 


publicity effort in support of Loyalist 
terrorists held in Northern Ireland 
prisons. National Front News, for 
example, has been touting wallets 
with NF insignia made by Loyalist 
criminals in Long Kesh. 

All these attempts to curry favour, 
or grovel as some would call it, 
before the Loyalists do indicate a 
growing role for the NF nazis. But, to 
see it in just those terms would not 
be an accurate representation of 
reality because things have not 
always run so smoothly in the past. 

It is now well known that, in the late 
1970s, a leading hard-line Loyalist 
put out a contract on the then NF 
national organiser Martin Webster, 
who they thought had informed the 
Special Branch of some of their more 
arcane gun-running’ efforts in 
Scotland. 

And, more recently, Loyalist 
leader, Andy Tyrie, seems to have 
found the NF’s energetic approach to 
Northern Ireland somewhat 
daunting and has, it is understood, 
under pressure from more 
mainstream Loyalist opinion, been 
encouraged to put some distance 
between himself and the Front. 

One thing is glaringly apparent. 
The NF makes no secret of its backing 
for the hardest line positions adopted 
by Loyalist para-militaries. It is also 
prepared to learn’ from their 
methods. When they say that ‘that 
stakes could not be higher’, they 
mean precisely that. Nobody who 
campaigns on Irish politics on the 
mainland can say they haven't been 
warned. 
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British naa 4 pro-

While the National Front goes 
overboard with faith in the 
Loyalist vision of Northern 
lreland’s future there is one 
British nazi organisation that 
does not share the NF’s view of 
these matters and is now sitting 
out in the cold amidst all the 
current excitement. 

This organisation is the League of 
St. George. Its position on the whole 
Irish question marks it off from other 
fascists because it happens to 
believe that the solution to the ‘Irish 
problem’ would be a_ united 
Ireland... an attitude it holds in 
common with a number of European 
nazi groups, not least the extremely 
violent and dangerous Flemish 
Militant Order (VMO). 

This particular view is inherited 
from the tradition of Oswald Mosley, 
from whose post war organisations 
the founder members of the League 
were drawn. Mosley’s own 
committment to a united Ireland 
dates back to 1921 when he crossed 
the floor of the House, leaving the 
Tory benches in protest at the use of 
the infamous ‘Black and Tans’. 

The League’s lynch-pin and behind 
the scenes operator, Mike Griffin, 
was last year at the centre of moves 
to set up a Michael Collins 
Association, in memory of the man 
who played a pivotal role in the Irish 
struggle for independence in the 
early 1920s. 

It was all a con-trick, of course, as 
Searchlight was able, exclusively, to 
expose. Also, the magazine’s beam 
was turned up on Griffin to show 
him up as a very hard-line nazi who 
had wheedied his' way _ into 
respectable circles on both sides of 


the Irish Sea and had covered his 
tracks quite well... but not well 
enough. 

As well as making a_ highly 
lucrative living as an _ insurance 
salesman, Griffin was elected as 
President of Shepherd’s Bush Rotary 
Club and got himself favourable 
coverage in the Irish press. He claims 
to number amongst his friends an 
ex-governor of Wormwood Scrubs 
and a senior police officer at the 
Hendon Police College. 

These were only part of Griffin's 
double life in which the other part 
was entirely devoted to the nazi 
underworld. When he tried to set up 
the Michael Collins Association, it 
was to this seamy environment that 
he turned to get his printing done. 

Happily, we were able to tumble 
Griffin’s attempt to made the first 
tentative steps into Irish Republican 
circles. That can have only made 
relations worse between Griffin and 
former League of Saint George 
international liaison officer, Steve 
Brady, who is also a member of the 
Ulster Defence Association in 
addition to being, at one time, a 
member of the outlawed Ulster 
Volunteer Force. 

Nevertheless, the League has 
persisted in clinging onto its belief in 
a united Ireland. But, now that the 
NF has lent its voice to calls for an 
independent Ulster, it might, if it 
sees that particular ship sinking, 
look around for flotsam and jetsam 
and make common cause with the 
League. 

After all, who would have 
predicted the NF’s present 
gymnastics three or four years ago? 
At least the League can say it has 
been consistent. 


UDI row fuels 
Front split 


THIS feature was prepared before it 
transpired that the NF was in the throes 
of another major split (page 2). It is clear 
from documents issued by the Griffin/ 
Holland faction that the NF’s Ulster 
policy is one of the issues being fought 
over. 

They accuse the Wingfield/Anderson 
group of wanting to drop the NF’s recent 
support for Loyalist UDI, and to 
condemn Loyalist paramilitary attacks 
on RUC officers’ homes. Griffin’s 
Organisers’ Bulletin claims, somewhat 
grandly, that “faced with our enormous 
potential in Ulster, the State has 
mobilised its paid agents and their dupes 
in an attempt to hand over control of the 
National Front to a corrupt, incompetent 
and Tory-minded clique”. 

Members of the Wingfield faction have 
retaliated with apparently well-founded 
suggestions that two of their opponents, 
Joe Pearce and John Field, are members 
of the UDA, Pearce holding joint 
membership in the outlawed UVF. Some 
of them are also known to be members of 
a London Orange Lodge.

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Germany 
calling 


According to several sources, tension is 
building up in Paraguayan capitol 
Asuncién following growing political 
unrest and dissatisfaction with the 
country’s ageing dictator General 
Alfredo Stroessner. 


Strikes and street demonstrations have 
become a frequent feature in the 
Paraguayan political picture, and over the 
past weeks dictator Stroessner has made 
obvious attempts to curb the opposition 
and frighten off outspoken individual 
opponents. A few weeks ago several 
“unknown armed men” entered the 
Nanduti Radio Station — supposedly an 
opposition strong-hold — and removed 
transmission equipment. At the same time 
station telephones as well as the reporters’ 
home ’phones went ‘out of order’. 

Meanwhile, old time friends of the 
dictator are reported to be carrying out 
discreet inquiries in Europe for a suitable 
safe spot for Stroessner’s retirement. 


WACL ties 


Dictator Stroessner, age 73, has survived 
for more than three decades as the source 
of ultimate power in Paraguay. A life long 
right wing political soldier, his rule has 
been marked by the numerous activities of 
fascist death squads and_ paramilitary 
groups. 

Several times connected to war time nazi 
criminals seeking safety in South America, 
Stroessner is know to be a vital sponsor of 
the World Anti Communist League, 
hosting, among other things, the 1979 
WACL annual conference where several 
European nazis participated. 

There are also suggestions that he has 
been involved in large scale narcotics 
distribution and sales. 


Bavarian friends 


Born of German parents, Stroessner is 
known to have friends in high places in 
Bavaria; among them the CSU Party leader 
Franz Josef Strauss. It is now reported that 
the West German Hans Seidel Foundation, 
closely connected to the CSU Party, is 
engineering a retirement for Stroessner in 
Bavaria, should he choose to follow the 


examples set by his colleagues Ferdinand 
Marcos, Baby Doc Duvalier and other. 

According to the plan, steps will be taken 
to secure an agreeable succession of power 
in Asuncién before things get out of hand. 
Stroessner will move to Bavaria, officially 
in order to undergo medical treatment, 
while a careful “process of 
democratization” takes place in Paraguay. 

When things have cooled off a bit, 
Stroessner will again be free to return as a 
retired statesman. 

Meanwhile, word from the Paraguayan 
opposition indicates that paramilitary 
groups are once again emerging in the 
country. 


Disco bombing 


While suspicion in the bombing of Berlin’s 
La Bello disce continues to centre on 
Libya, among the groups reportedly 
claiming responsibility was one calling 
itself the Hess Defence Sports Group. 
Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s deputy, is a prisoner 
in Berlin’s Spandau prison. 


German Tories 
finance nazis 


The ruling conservative CDU party in West 
Berlin has financed far right activities, an 
investigation into City Council corruption 
has recently revealed. 

Berlin vice-chancellor Heinrich 
Lummer, who allegedly has _ been 
connected to various corruption deals, 
admitted that he had transferred money 
from CDU party funds to “certain” far right 
groups. 

The exposure was made by former 
Liberal Party spokesman Axel Lutze, a 
security police veteran who masterminded 
infiltration into nazi groups in Berlin during 
the early ’70s. 

Lummer stated that the decision to pay 
the money to the far right groups was “a top 
level decision” at the CDU Berlin 
headquarters, to discourage nazis from 
participating in the forthcoming Berlin 
elections. He added that the CDU only 
paid “a few thousand Deutschmarks” to this 
end. 

Other sources, however, say the real 
reason for the payoff was to recruit nazis to 
tear down Social Democrat election posters 


and disrupt SPD meetings. Also, sources 
say, it was far more money than just “a few 
thousand marks”. 


Nazis arrested 


Sixteen West German nazis connected to 
the National Democratic Party (NPD), 
were arrested by police in the city of Herne, 
west of Dortmund in early May, for causing 
disturbances during the NPD annual 
convention. 

The sixteen will be charged with illegal 
possession of firearms and teargas, as well 
as brass knuckles. 

Also arrested were two anti-nazi 
demonstrators participating in a rally 
against the decision to allow NPD to hold 
its convention at the Herne Cultural 
Centre. 


Nazi trial 


Staffan Winlof, leader of the neo-nazi 
Nordic Reich Party Action Group is facing 
charges with five other nazis. Winlof, 
previously imprisoned for terrorist 
activities, is charged with offences 
including intimidation, bomb threats and 
vandalism. The trial, which is taking place 
in the town of Vaxjo, follows an earlier trial 
in which the party’s Gothenburg branch 
was imprisoned for terrorist offences. 


SOUTH AFRICA 





Rightists disrupt 
meeting 


Following the National Party 
Government’s decision to change the pass 
laws, supporters of the rightist 
Conservative Party and the neofascist 
Afrikaner Weertandsbeweging (AWB) 
disrupted a local National Party meeting in 
the town of Brits, causing supporters of the 
ruling party to leave the hall. The AWB, a 
paramilitary group with a symbol 
resembling a swastika, has been 
increasingly supportive of the Conservative 
Party in recent months. 
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Anti-fascist 
attacked 


Following an Atlanta meeting in which 
veteran nazi and National Alliance 
leader William Pearce spoke of plans to 
build a racist ‘New Community’ in the 
Appalachian mountains, anti-fascist 
Joseph Alfonso was ambushed in a 
nearby parking lot and assaulted. 
Four alleged assailants were 
subsequently arrested, including Ed Fields 
of the National States Rights Party and 
Dave Holland of the Southern White 
Knights. Fields’s paper, The Thunderbolt, 
had earlier published a photo of Alfonso, a 
worker for the anti-fascist Center for 
Democratic Renewal, asking for 
information about where he _ lived. 
Ironically, The Thunderbolt has had to 
“apologize” for asserting that a man shown 
in the photograph was also an anti-fascist. 
He turned out to be the Georgia organiser 
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Right: Dr Ed Fields (see below) with Keith Thompson of League of St. George. 





for the Invisible Empire faction of the Ku 
Klux Klan and Fields “apologized to him for 
any embarassment” caused by _ the 
allegation. 


LaRouche worries 
Democrats 


With some 800 candidates running in 


Democratic (and occasionally 
Republican) primaries, Lyndon 
LaRouche’s National Democratic 
Policy Committee is becoming 


increasingly worrying for numerous 
Democratic politicians. 

Having succeeded in getting two of its 
activists into key positions on the Illinois 
Democratic slate, the LaRouche group has 
achieved a high profile in the nation’s 
media and in California has even gained 
other positions. Larouche, a former 
Trotskyist who believes that the Queen of 
England, Israel, the Soviet Union and 
Henry Kissinger are all part of an 
international conspiracy, has forged links 
with sections of US intelligence and 


Reaganite circles and his organisation is 
working to secure influence among both 
farmers and the black communtity. Among 
its policies is compulsory testing for AIDS, 
an emergency programme to construct a 
thousand MX missiles a year and the 
hanging of Reagan’s Secretary of State 
George Schultz on the steps of the State 
Department. In a recent press conference 
LaRouche described himself as speaking 
‘for the forgotten, the unrepresented 
majority. . . the people who want to stick it 
to Washington’. 


Divisions in 
Populist Party 


Veteran nazi Willis Carto’s Populist Party 
is continuing to suffer serious tensions as 
financial and ideological problems come to 
light. Now with its fifth chairman in two 
years, the party has launched its own paper 
separate from Carto’s weekly, The 
Spotlight, and members have been 
criticising Carto for both his authoritarian 
behaviour and his obsessive anti-semitism. 


FRANCE 


Racist bombings 





A policeman was injured during two 
explosions in the Arab quarter of 
Marseilles. The bombs were reportedly 
planted by a group calling itself the French 
Commando against the North African 
Invasion. 

In Paris two bombs damaged the 
headquarters of the French section of 
Lyndon LaRouche’s far rightist European 
Workers Party. 


Festival to 
rock the racists 


SoS Racisme, France’s biggest and most 
dynamic anti-racist organisation, is to hold 
a massive Carnival against Racism in Paris 
on June 14th. 

Appearing at the event, which SoS hopes 
will attract over 100,000 youths, will be 
leading rock bands UB40, the 
Communards and Simply Red. 

SoS press officer, Eric Mettout, told 
Searchlight that the carnival was being 
organised to highlight opposition to the 
presence of 35 fascists of the Front National 
in the French Parliament and_ to 
commemorate the 10th anniversary of the 
Soweto massacre in South Africa. 

“We shall be looking to a big turn-out 
from school youth who have been at the 
centre of all our campaigns,” said M. 
Mettout. 

In the build-up to June 14th, SoS will also 
be launching activities in every major city 
in France, including Marseilles where the 
fascists polled 22.5% of the vote in the 
March general election. 
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Not by toothbrush 
moustaches alone 


Consider the following finding from a public 
opinion survey: 67 per cent of the British 
public think that America has too much 
control over British defence. Perhaps you 
even read the report of the survey, when it 
was first published in the Sunday Times on 
February 21st, but, a pound to a penny, you 
mnissed its real significance. Now, thanks to 
April’s Nationalism Today, we can reveal 
the hidden meaning British public opinion. 


It’s not that 67 per cent of the population are 
worried about Ronald, or Cruise, or both. The 
real point, missed by MORI and the Sunday 
Times alike, is that the 67 per cent agree with the 
National Front. Thus Nationalism Today 
announces its analysis of British public opinion 
with the headline: ‘Public Backs NF Line’. It 
concludes its dissection of the mood of Britain 
with the comment: “The NF’s great strength is 
that our policy platform overwhelmingly reflects 
the basic feelings of the British people”. 

Yes, but why does the NF attract such piddling 
votes, when it bothers to put up candidates for 
election? Why, as the latest National Front News 
tells us, has the newly adopted parliamentary 
candidate for Worthing only the modest aim of 
improving upon the half a per cent votes achieved 
last time round? Well might you ask, if the party 
has captured the mood of the great British public. 

Nationalism Today has a nice little answer to 
that puzzle. The reason why the public (white 
sections only) doesn’t realize that the NF stands 
for all its hopes and dreams is that the vile 
whisper has gone round that the National Front is 
a ‘Nazi Front’. And foremost amongst the 
scandal-mongers, who have spread this calumny, 
is “the anti-British rag Searchlight . . . produced 
by a squalid collection of criminals, child- 
molesters, zionists and communists”. 


Scandal mongers 


After those flowing phrases, it is time to examine 
fascist semantics. The NF is forever claiming 
these days that it is not nazi. But what precisely 
does this mean? And how does it differ from an 
outfit which is not ashamed to declare itself nazi? 

Coincidentally, this month sees _ the 
reappearance, after a welcome absence, of 
National Review. This magazine, produced by 
the League of St George, has all the 
accoutrements of a nazi publication. There’s a 
long piece from that long-serving British goose- 
stepper, Colin Jordan. There’s even a letter from 
John Tyndall, Jordan’s erstwhile rival for the 
Fuhrership of Britain and for the wealthy hand of 
Ms Francoise Dior. Both the article and the letter 
are so tedious that we forebear to quote from 
them here. 

Another tell-tale sign is the article by James 
MacIntyre, in praise of the aesthetic beauty and 
historical veracity of “The German Weekly 
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Colin Jordan: his tedious outpourings now 
grace the pages of National Review. 


Newsreel, 1939-1945”. Some of the newsreels are 
even on offer as video cassettes. It takes a special 
commitment to sit back in one’s front room 
enjoying, nacht after nacht, Newsreel No.32: 
“Berlin Zoo. S.A. at rifle practice. Count von 
Strachwitz addresses armaments works. 12th SS 
Division Hitler Jugend in action near Caen. Dr 
Goebbels speaks about the V-1 at a big meeting 
...” And so on. 

There’s a special selection of tapes too. 
National Review is the paper for you, if you want 
a copy of “Germany Condemns”. This is a “radio 
broadcast of fifth Reichstag Session by Hitler” 
with “extemporized running translation via the 
radio stations at Bremen”. And what about “the 
Case for Anti-Semitism”, a tape which “contains 
a lot of little known information”? 

There’s little doubt where National Review 
stands, and what sorts of uniforms its readers like 
to prance about wearing. And no doubt, the NF 
has all this in mind when it declares, with hand on 
Aryan heart, that it is not nazi. Certainly in 
neither Nationalism Today nor National Front 
News would you find advertisements for cassettes 
of Hitler’s speeches or videos of the SS in action. 
Nor are the words of Tyndall and Jordan likely to 
trouble the NF’s type-setters. 

So the NF types don’t care to collect nazi 
memorabilia. Nor, in the privacy of their 
bathrooms, do they affix imitation toothbrush 
moustaches to their upper lips. They might even 
greet each other with a casual ‘hello’, rather than 
a barked ‘Heil’. All this can be conceded. But a 


fascist does not live by toothbrush moustaches 
alone. 

Much more unites the NF with the likes of 
National Review, than separates the two brands 
of unpleasantness. The NF is, of course, as 
dedicatedly racist as their colleagues in the 
League of St George. One correspondent in the 
latest Nationalism Today signs off his letter “With 
Racial Regards”. Even the correspondents in 
National Review content themselves, at least in 
the latest issue, with the more restrained “yours 
sincerely” and “yours faithfully”. 


“With Racial Regards” 


Perhaps it is the issue of democracy which 
separates the hello-ers from the Heil-ers. As well 
we know, the genuine nazis are appalling 
authoritarians. Perhaps the authoritarianism 
comes in a packet with the toothbrush moustache 
and the video of Berlin Zoo. However, things are 
not so simple. 

The NF demonstrates that authoritarianism is 
alive and racially kicking. Nationalism Today has 
a piece entitled ‘Making Democracy Work’ by 
David Gobell. To summarise: the short way to 
make democracy work is to abolish it. Mr Gobell 
is as disturbed as Colin Jordan in National 
Review, by the implications of democracy: “To 
support an electoral system that gives anyone 
who has reached his or her 18th birthday, 
regardless of intelligence, character, morality, 
training, achievement or common-sense, an 
equal say in the direct election of a national 
government seems not only to be irresponsible 
but absurd”. Only those who have passed a test to 
determine “a person’s worth” should be allowed 
to participate in running a racially pure 
democracy. Of course, it will be the leadership of 
the NF who will decide upon the appropriate 
testing. All rather familiar. 

Nor is the NF’s membership likely to be 
offended by National Review’s ‘In Defence of 
Anti-Semitism’ cassette. Month after month, NF 
publications pour out their unambiguous views 
about Jews. Nationalism Today advertises books 
of interest to its more scholarly readers. 
Prominent in this loony library are anti-semitic 
texts, particularly those which deny that the 
Holocaust ever took place. For example, this 
month such unpleasant texts as The Six Million 
Reconsidered and The Hoax of the Twentieth 
Century are prominently advertised. 

These works, of course, suggest that the nazis 
treated the Jews with exemplary courtesy. As 
such they seek to rehabilitate the memory of the 
nazis. Rather strange, one might think, for a 
party which denies its nazism to promote such 
material. But there again, that might be to expect 
sensible consistency from fascists. The new racial 
order, if it ever came to power, would probably 
issue dictates banning, by order of the Party 
Leadership, such things as democracy, logical 
consistency and, of course, toothbrush 
moustaches.

In July 1985, Anti-Fascist Action (AFA) 
was formed. At its inaugural meeting, 
AFA committed itself to fighting the 
growing fascist threat both 
ideologically and physically on the 
streets — and to uphold the right of 
black people to self-defence. 

CARF believes that this attempt to 
build an anti-fascist movement could 
not have come at a more auspicious 
time. Under Thatcher, state racism has 
intensified and the media undermines 
any attempts to challenge racism. 


The depoliticisation of class 


Since Margaret Thatcher came to power in 
1979, society has become more polarised, 
class differences more accentuated, and 
different areas of the country closed off 
from each other. for instance, people living 
in the more prosperous South have little 
idea of the dereliction and poverty 
prevalent in much of the more hard-hit 
North. And within our own localities, 
government policies have served to make 
us even more introspective, even 
ghettoised. 

But at the same time as _ polarising 
society, Thatcher has succeeded in skilfully 
warding off much of the opposition her 
policies have created, by undermining the 
traditional working class institutions and 
infrastructure that hold out the possibility 
of a different politics. The abolition of 
Labour metropolitan authorities and 
depoliticisation of institutions such as 
trades councils and tenants’ associations 
have weakened the working class. And 
what it has been offered instead as a 
seemingly coherent philosophy is the 
culture of racism, sexism and pseudo- 
patriotism served up daily by the gutter 
press. In such a climate, class struggle can 
easily turn in on itself, ethnicity substitute 
itself for class, ethnic competition for class 
struggle, and inter-class and inter-ethnic 
rivalry become paramount. 


Ethnicity destroys the class 


And in this, the politics of ‘ethnicity’ has 
played a crucial role in destroying working- 
class and community solidarity. Ethnicity 
reduces people to their cultural attributes 
(customs, habits, religion, etc) as though 
the political (race, gender) or economic 
(class) attributes do not exist. And when 
the black presence in Britain posed a 
radical challenge to white institutions and 
structures, it was far easier for the state and 
other institutions to make a few hand-outs 
here and there, promote token ethnic 
figureheads and take in cultural arguments, 
rather than dismantle their own 
institutionalised racism. Hence, 
particularly over the last few years, 
government arguments have been couched 
in terms of not racism but ‘ethnic’ needs. 


People cease, through such categorisation, 
to be poor, or working-class or black. And 
because ‘ethnicity’ does not raise issues of 
power or inequality, it appealed to Labour 
and Tory alike. 


Promoting fear 


Ethnicity has locked people in fear. The 
conversation you are most likely to hear 
from whites at the corner shop is not ‘Look 
what Thatcher’s doing, she’s destroying the 
hospitals, schools, forcing young people 
into crime’, but ‘Have you heard the 
council are funding the local mosque? 
They’re always putting their culture first’. 
Or, ‘All these young blacks are criminals 
and the police are afraid to crackdown or 
else they’ll be called racists’. 

In the inner city you are encouraged to 
view your neighbour with suspicion (their 
cultural habits are different from yours), 
believing that you have nothing in common 
despite the fact that you have a common 
class experience. And because white 
people in the inner city are poor, deprived 
of resources and unemployed they believe 
that there is a material basis for their 
distrust of black people. 

And all this has provided a space for the 
organisations of the far right to move in, 
capitalising on the situation in the absence 
of any socialist alternative. The media have 
played a large part in identifying whites as 
the most beleagured of all the ethnic groups 
— the real minority, victimised and starved 
of funds. Ethnicity has given a new 
legitimacy to old racist stereotypes. But 
this time, it’s not so much that the blacks 
are taking away all the jobs, etc, but that 
they’re being given a leg up in the system, 
their culture is being put first. The struggle 
for whites is regarded as a legitimate 
struggle for culture, even for cultural and 
national liberation. And in all this, the 
views of the gutter press differ little from 
that of the NF and BNP. 


An insidious racist culture 


But the effect of this insidious racist culture 
on the ground is that violent attacks on 
black people, particularly the Asian 
community who are more readily identified 
as a culture apart, have increased. 
However, at the same time as becoming 
more openly violent, the far right are keen 
to throw off their fascist label. They want to 
be seen to be speaking to working-class 
concerns — unemployment, bad housing, 
crime, education, etc. And they are keen to 
work at a local level around these issues, 
building up a base in working-class 
organisations such as tenants’ associations, 
manipulating grassroot concerns so as to 
turn them into white issues. The fascists are 
also organising around traditionally left- 
wing issues, such as the miners’ strike and 
printworkers’ dispute, and _ nuclear 
disarmament (on the grounds that there 


should be British nuclear weapons and no 
American bases). 

At a time when socialist traditions are 
being weakened, the fascists are intuitively 
moving into the space that socialists seem 
to be vacating. This becomes even more 
disturbing when set alongside present 
Labour Party policies which, at a national 
level are (if inadvertently) building on 
popular racism. For example, the whole 
tone of their present law and order 
campaign, although couched in terms of 
community participation in crime 
prevention, has racial overtones — which 
Labour chooses to ignore. 

But at another level, this capitulation to 
popular racism is also due to the larger 
failure on the left both to build an anti- 
racist consciousness amongst the working 
class or to view the growth in British 
fascism from the vantage point of the black 
experience. They acknowledge that a 
separate black tradition of fighting fascism 
has developed — the base being within the 
black community. Black people have 
confronted fascism at every turn — in 
Notting Hill, where they drove out the 
Mosleyites and then the teddy boys, in 
Leicester, Lewisham, Tottenham, Brick 
Lane, Bradford (to name but a few areas) 
and in Southall, where they were forced to 
take on not only the National Front but the 
full might of the SPG. 


Next month we will look at how racism has 
become the breeding ground for fascism 
and make proposals for the way forward. 
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Police Act used against Broadwater Farm 


The ‘post-riot’ police seige of the 
Broadwater Farm Estate in Tottenham 
has not only intensified in recent 
months but it has now taken on a 
dangerous new dimension, with the 
police employing new search and 
seizure powers under the Police and 
Criminal Evidence (PACE) Act in a 
deliberate attempt to criminalise the 
Broadwater Farm Youth Association 
and two other community projects. 
Following the ‘riot’ in October, the Mail, 
Sunday Mail and the Sun all ran virtually 
identical features on the Youth 
Association’s leader Dolly  Kiffen, 
labelling her as a “Godmother” whose word 
was “the ONLY law” on the Estate. These 
articles went on to allege that public funds 
paid over to the Youth Association by 
Haringey Council and the GLC had been 
mis-spent. Reporters sent out to Jamaica 


sent back stories of Dolly Kiffen 
mysteriously having purchased an 
expensive “Paradise isle bungalow” 


(actually an old shop with two rooms at the 
back, according to Mrs. Kiffen), with the 
implication of the money having been 
pilfered from the public funds paid to the 
Youth Association. 

Five months later the police have used 
these press allegations as the basis for an 
application to the Crown Court to obtain 
the financial records of the Youth 
Association, using the much wider search 
and seizure powers given to them in the 
PACE Act. The police had previously 
approached the Youth Association’s 
accountant and it had been agreed to 
provide files relating directly to the 
Haringey and GLC grants. But this did not 
satisfy the police, who went to court for an 
order to seize all the financial records of the 
Youth Association and of two other 
community projects, the Willan Road Day 
Care Centre and the Willan Road Mothers 


Project. The first that these latter two 
projects heard of the matter was when 
court papers were served on them the night 
before the Crown Court hearing. As Mrs. 
Kiffen explained to CARF, “The police 
want to see the nursery and mothers project 
files. They did not come to ask us — they 
have just gone to court. If they had come to 
us we would have shown the files to them 
like we did with the Youth Association.” 
The police application was opposed in 
court on the grounds that the police should 
be required to specify more precisely the 
information they require, rather than 
engage in a ‘fishing expedition’. Yet, the 
Crown Court readily agreed to the police 
request. An appeal by the Youth 
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Association was successful but only on 
limited procedural grounds. 


The danger for the future therefore 
appears to be that whenever politically- 
inspired aspersions are cast on any 
individual or organisation by the press, the 
police will be allowed to use these as the 
basis for a court-approved trawl through 
their confidential records. Clearly, 
organisations based in the _ black 
community, many of whom previously 
received financial support from the GLC 
(whose records are now in the hands of the 
Tory-appointed London Residuary Body), 
are most vulnerable to this new form of 
official McCarthyism. 
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BETWEEN 
THE LINES 


Professor John Vincent of Bristol 
University regularly slums it at the Sun. 
Here is how he sees things: 

‘Nobody is less able to face the truth 
than the hysterical “anti-racist” 
brigade. :. Wherever you look, the so- 
called anti-racists — in reality a mixture of 


believers in race war and class war — are 
only interested in suppressing the truth 
and the right to free speech.’

SHAHID SYED MUST STAY 





On Thursday, 10 July, a national anti- 
deportation demonstration will take 
place in Leyton, East London. The 
planned action is part of a three-year 
campaign to stop the deportation of 
Shahid Syed, an active trade unionist 
and anti-racist who has lived in Britain 
for ten years. Shahid Syed came to 
Britain as a full-time student. On 
completion of his studies he began 
working for British Gas as an 
accountant, but in October 1982 his 
request for a work permit renewal was 
refused by the Department of 
Employment (DE). 

The DE argued that Shahid had 
originally been granted permission to 
pursue ‘work-experience’ which would be 
renewed annually until October 1982; the 
Department refused to renew the permit 
thereafter, claiming Shahid would be 
contravening the 1971 Immigration Act by 
transferring to ‘normal’ employment. In 
the same month Shahid applied to the 
Home Office for naturalisation, based on 
his six years stay in Britain. The application 
was rejected, however, and Shahid and his 
family were told to leave Britain by 20 
January 1983. Subsequent appeals by 
Shahid were turned down by the 
Adjudicator and the Immigration Appeals 
Tribunal. 

The legal battle continued, however, and 
in September 1983 Shahid was granted 
leave by a High Court judge for a judicial 
review of the Home Office’s refusal to 
consider his application for naturalisation. 
The review concluded that the Home 
Office was wrong to refuse the application, 
though the judge refused to grant Shahid 
relief, stating that he thought the Home 
Office would decide against naturalisation 
anyway. In June 1985, however, the Court 
of Appeal decided that Shahid should have 
been granted relief and in light of this legal 
victory the Home Office agreed to consider 

. naturalisation. 

The Court of Appeal’s decision was a 
crucial event, coming as it did two months 
after Shahid had received a letter from the 
Home Office ordering the Syed family to 
‘leave the UK without delay’. 

Shahid Syed was interviewed by the 
Home Office last October, some three 
years after he had applied for 
naturalisation. In January this year the 
application was officially rejected and in 
the following month Shahid’s solicitors 
received a letter stating that Home 
Secretary Douglas Hurd was considering 
the deportation of the Syed family. 

The Shahid Syed Defence Campaign, 
established in 1984 to coordinate 
opposition to the family’s deportation, is 
defiant in its refusal to accept defeat. The 
Campaign points out that there is a strong 
case against deportation: Shahid’s wife, 


Nasreen, has a serious heart condition that 


requires constant monitoring and 
treatment. A consultant cardiologist has 
warned that she ‘will undoubtably require 
futher treatment for her heart disease. . . 
this almost certainly be necessary within 
the next five years. . . I have no doubt that 
her long-term health would be adversely 
affected by return to Pakistan’. 
Deportation would also detrimentally 
affect Sidrah and Maria, their two young 
daughters. The Campaign claim that it 
could mean continued statelessness. Both 


were born in the UK, but under the new 
nationality laws they are ineligible for 
British citizenship as neither of their 
parents is ‘patrial’. In spite of this 
apparently water-tight case, Shahid Syed 
and his family have been subjected to what 
can only be seen as a cruel determination 
on the part of the Home Office to deport 
without compassion or consideration.

Racial eviction fails in Camden 


In April, Camden Council won a case 
against a white family who had abused 
and attacked black tenants on the 
Regents Park Estate in north London. 
After a two-day hearing Judge Oliver 
Martin accepted that the Walsh family 
had shot at, beaten up and threatened 
Bengali residents on the estate. He 
granted Camden an order to repossess 
the Walsh family’s flat, but suspended it 
indefinitely, claiming it would be 
unreasonable to evict the family. 

Not surprisingly the suspension of the 
order has been described as ‘shocking’ by 
black organisations in Camden. Criticism 
has been levelled at Judge Martin, whose 
behaviour during the hearing has been 
described as ‘unacceptable’, as well as 
Camden Council, which is accused of 
handling the case in an ‘appalling manner’. 
Judge Martin, whilst accepting that the 
Walsh family was guilty of ‘nuisance and 
annoyance to neighbours’, said that he had 
to consider whether evicting the family 
would improve ‘neighbourly relations’. 
Alomgir Rahman of the Bengali Workers 


Action Group (BWAG), however, points 
out that the judge’s decision to suspend the 
possession order will only serve to inspire 
racist activity on Camden’s housing estates. 
He told CARF that, in light of the failure to 
evict the Walsh family, ‘the Bengali 
community in Camden is now living under 
more fear’. The decision to give the Walsh 
family another chance effectively means 
that more black tenants must be harassed 
and attacked before the Walsh family can 
be evicted. As a spokesperson for Camden 
council told CARF: ‘Somebody will have to 
suffer in order for us to get them out.’ 

The Camden Council for Community 
Relations (CCCR). is critical of Camden 
Council’s approach to the case. A 
spokesperson told CARF that Camden 
‘failed to take the initiative from beginning 
to end... they had to be put under 
pressure to take the case to court’. A 
Council spokesperson told CARF that 
Camden is going ‘to try to appeal’. He 
noted that ‘criticisms have been raised 
about the judge’s behaviour and a letter 
will be set to the Lord chancellor from the 
CCCR and the BWAG’.

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Racists ambush taxi drivers 


after the closure of the textile mills and 
other areas which traditionally employed 


Against the background of rapidly 
escalating racial violence in Yorkshire 
described in last month’s Searchlight, 
Asian taxi drivers in Bradford, 
Sheffield and Huddersfield have been 
ambushed and assaulted by gangs of 
racists. 

On Saturday, 12 April, at about 11.00 in 
the evening, six taxis were called out to the 
‘Sports’ pub in Allerton, Bradford. About 
30 white men were waiting for them, armed 
with cricket bats, chair legs and sticks. The 
cars were smashed and drivers beaten. Two 
of the drivers lost consciousness and 
required intensive care in hospital. 

The following Saturday, four further 
attacks took place. One taxi driver suffered 
a six inch cut on his face and another had to 
have 13 stitches in his head. 

The taxi drivers are clearly an easy target 
for the racist attackers. They work alone 
and have to travel to wherever they are 
asked. In Bradford, an estimated three- 
quarters of the city’s 800 cab drivers are 
Asian, often men who have turned to 
driving as the only form of employment 





black workers. The drivers are only too 
aware that one of their number, 
Mohammed Arif, was stabbed to death in 
November 1981, by a known fascist who 
was later sentenced to life imprisonment 
for murder. 

In protest at the attacks, the taxi drivers 
planned a strike for the evening of Friday, 
25 April, and a demonstration for the 
following Saturday, but these were called 
off when the Private Hire Association, 
which represents drivers and owners, 
promised action to deal with the attacks. A 
rally on 26 April in support of the drivers 
was supported by about 300 people. 

The attacks on the taxi drivers are part of 
a growing wave of violence against black 
people — Afro-Caribbean as well as Asian 
— throughout Yorkshire, although some 
people within the Private Hire Association 
have tried to play down the racial element 
in the attacks. A concurrent development 
has been a rise in fascist activity in the area, 
with the British National Party fielding two 
candidates in Bradford in the May local

ASIAN YOUTH: ILL-EDUCATED 
SONS OF PEASANTS? 


The British media, not satisfied with 
stereotyping the Asian community as 
‘submissive’, are now on_ the 
offensive against the younger 
generation of Asians. 

The London Standard of 24 March 
carried a_ front-page story entitled 
‘MENACE OF ASIAN GANGS — 
WARRING GANGS BRING TERROR 
TO THE STREETS”. The article quoted 
at length from a ‘police co-ordinating 
committee’ set up to deal with the 
‘gangs’. ‘Sikh people,’ readers were 
told, ‘by history and evolution, have an 
excitable, aggressive and spontaneous 
nature.’ Then, although the police were 
apparently ‘bedevilled by a lack of firm 
information from within the Asian 
communities’, this did not prevent the 
article from continuing, ‘It is said that 
strong family ties coupled with these 
qualities impose a heavy burden on the 
often ill-educated sons of one-time village 
peasants’ now resident in the UK. 
Rejected by the host communities, the 
poor achiever of the Sikh community 
seeks solace in the security provided by 
the gang.’ 

This coverage is an exact replica of the 
kind of treatment that Afro-Caribbean 
youth have faced for a decade. The media 
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had previously placed an emphasis on 
how passive and hardworking the youth 
were. Then the right-wing press had a 
field day, classing Afro-Caribbean youth 
as ‘muggers’, ‘rapists’ and 
‘troublemakers’. Now, the turn of Asian 
youth has come. 


Invasion 


In the Standard article, nowhere is it 
mentioned that one of the gangs singled 
out, the ‘Holy Smoke’, was formed after 
the invasion of Southall by the National 
Front in 1981, because the police were 
unable or unwilling to deal with racist 
and fascist attacks. This omisison 
illustrates the attempt by police and 
media to depoliticise the struggles of 
Asian youth against racism and fascism 
by reducing them to criminal gangs. 
Southhall, Bradford, Newham — all 
have a history of fighting back against 
racists, and the Asian community is now 
dependent on its youth for protection. 
But to the police, the judges and the 
media, they are merely criminals. 

Questions which the Asian 
communities in Southall and elsewhere 
need to ask include: When was so much 
effort made by the police to arrest racists 
who burned to death and abused Asian 
families? When have the police set up 


hot-lines, research teams and micro- 
computers to monitor racists attacks? 
When do we hear of the numerous white 
gangs which roam the streets and 
terrorise communities? Is not the gang 
issue just another excuse for the police to 
keep tabs on Asians? 

While events such as the murder of 
Sudhir Patel in Wembley, the fight of the 
Newham 7, and the self-defence of Asiz 
youths in Hounslow are dismisse 
‘gang warfare’, the racists roam free. 
Meanwhile, politicians, such as Bob 
Lewis, SDP parliamentary candidate in 
Hounslow, call for the deportation of 
Asian youth involved in gangs (he was 
dropped by the SDP after writing an 
inflammatory letter to the local paper).

The Asian community, who only have 
the youth left to protect them, must 


mobilize to protest against the 
propagation of such racist myths. We 
will always be proud of the youth who 
have on so many occasions defended us 
— in 1981, when Southall was dominated 
by ‘Paki-bashing’ thugs, and_ in 
Newham, where the youth defended the 
community against racist attacks.

RACIST ATTACKS 


Treated for head injuries 


Cousins Hanif and Imtiyaz Patel were taken to 
hospital with head injuries after a vicious assault 
by a six-man gang outside their clothing firm in 
Bethnal Green Road. Their attackers punched 
and kicked the two men before running off (East 
London Advertiser 4.4.86). 


Racist graffiti. . . Nelson Mandela Close 


Barely seven days after the unveiling of a plaque 
naming a new housing estate after Nelson 
Mandela, racist thugs have daubed NF slogans in 
green and black paint over the walls and plaque in 
Muswell Hill, north London (Hornsey Journal 
4.4.86). 


. . and Anne Frank exhibition 


Racist vandals sprayed anti-Jewish and NF 
slogans over the doors of a former department 
store, housing a major exhibition on the life of 
Anne Frank, who perished in a concentration 
camp shortly before the end of the war, aged 15. A 
spokesperson for the exhibition said: ‘Although 
the holocaust was only 40 years ago it appears that 
people are already pretending it did not happen, 
all the more reason to stage an exhibition of this 
kind’ (East London Advertiser 25.4.86). 


Police guard on Liberal candidate 


Zerbanoo Gifford adopted as Liberal candidate 
for Harrow East, is the victim of a terrifying 
campaign of racial hatred. Three years ago, just 
before the last general election, she began to 
. receive racist and obscene phone calls, including 
one from a woman who threatened to kidnap her 
sons if she did not give up her political life. On one 
occasion, a man slashed her front door with a 
knife and in a frightening attempt to injure her, a 
car flashing its lights tried to drive her off the 
road. Just recently her car windows were smashed 
and the threatening phone calls have begun again. 
Both Zerbanoo and her husband Richard believe 
that racists may have infiltrated British Telecom 
to intercept calls to their home. A Daily Mail 
reporter who interviewed Zerbanoo phoned the 
NF and told them about Zerbanoo’s story; a 
spokesperson named ‘Russell’ Wingfield said 
‘Good’ (Daily Mail 6.4.86). 


Ambushed by four youths 


Jead Ali was slashed by a knife on his hand when a 
gang of white youths set upon him as he walked 
along Brick lane in London’s East End (East 
London Advertiser 4.4.86). 





Schoolboy almost blinded 


13-year-old Hannan Miah narrowly escaped 
being blinded when he was shot in the face by an 
air pistol while playing football near his home. A 
pellet lodged in the side of his nose just a fraction 
from his right eye (Manchester Evening News 
5.3.86). 


POLICE 


Jarrett case: no disciplinary action 


No disciplinary action is to be taken against the 
four police officers who raided the home of 
Cynthia Jarrett, whose death sparked the 
Tottenham ‘riots’. But the report on the incident 
by the Police Complaints Authority is severely 
critical of the warrant procedure carried out 
before the raid. Mrs Jarrett’s family insist that 
she suffered her fatal heart attack as a result of 
being roughly pushed by Det. Con. Michael 
Randall during the search (The Standard 
14.4.86). 


Call to reopen Peach death investigation 


Celia Stubbs, widow of anti-racist activist Blair 
Peach, who was killed after being hit on the head 
by an SPG truncheon during a demonstration in 
Southall in 1979, has renewed her call for the 
police to reopen the investigation into the cause fo 
his death. Recently Ms Stubbs won a High Court 
case which gave her the right to see police evidence 
into what happened in 1979. Five SPG officers 
were allegedly named in police reports but were 
never brought to trial. Ms Stubbs thinks that 
recent public opinion after the Holloway incident 
when police officers were charged with beating up 
five youths and the verdict of unlawful killing of 
black Hell’s Angel John Mikkelson have given her 
campaign fresh impetus. Southall Rights, 
Southall Monitoring Group and Southall Black 
Sisters organised a picket ouside Southall police 
station to mark the seventh anniversary of Blair 
Peach’s death (Southall Gazette 18.4.86). 


‘No racist police’ 


The Home Office has revealed that not one police 
officer has so far been disciplined for the offence of 
racially discriminatory behaviour, a new offence 
added to the police discipline code by the Police 
Act. Labour’s Home Affairs spokesperson Clive 
Soley said he feared this meant that police racism 
was not being dealt with properly (Observer 
27.4.86). 


Cut in armed police 


The Metropolitan Police has announced it will cut 
the number of officers authorised to carry 
firearms by 20 per cent. In addition, the initial 
training course for authorised officers will be 
increased from one week to two and there will be 
annual refresher courses (Guardian 4.4.86). 


Drive to recruit black police 


A big drive to recruit black and ethnic minority 
officer in Haringey, north London, was initiated 
by the Metropolitan Police and Haringey CRC. 
Black police officers from the local area were on 
hand to answer questions from interested people. 
Haringey Council is planning similar recruitment 
campaigns for the probation, prison, fire and 
ambulance services (Morning Star 15.4.86). 


EDUCATION 
Black parents want better deal 


An inquiry to investigate educational standards in 
secondary schools in Brent, north-west London, 
has revealed that most black parents in the 
Borough think many teachers are racist, 
patronising, biased and ethnocentric. They also 
say that their children are stereotyped as lazy or 
disruptive and are channelled into activities such 
as pottery or sport rather than more demanding 
academic subjects. The report was produced by a 
team of academics and educationalists from a 
wide range of political backgrounds, but it will not 
be published until later this year, after the local 
elections. Over 40 per cent of parents feel that 
schools did not make children work hard enough 
and many parents believe that teachers did little to 
check racial harassment or abuse. The inquiry 
was boycotted by the Borough’s teachers’ 
associations (Sunday Times 6.4.86). 


IMMIGRATION 
Lords rule second marriage invalid 


The second marriage of a Pakistani man who 
divorced according to Islamic law was declared 
invalid in Britain by the House of Lords. 
Proceedings had begun in England and the only 
proceedings recognised in England were those of 
English divorce courts. The ruling leaves up to 
1,000 men in this country still ‘married’, with 
their wives abroad officially divorced and free to 
remarry under that country’s law (Guardian 
11.4.86). 


Sent back one hour later 


A visitor from Pakistan who was refused entry to 
Britain was sent back within an hour of arriving, 
just before an MP could intervene to help him. 
Labour MP Max Madden has complained that by 
sending the man back so soon, the Home Office 
acted improperly and breached its own recent 
guidelines which give MPs limited rights to 
intervene in cases where foreign visitors are 
refused entry (Morning Star 9.4.86). 


New death in remand cell 


A teenager suffering from severe depression was 
found hanging in his cell at Ashford Remand 
Centre. Mrs Pat Ducatt said her son, Paul, had 
written a few days before his death to say he was 
very depressed and that ‘this place is cracking me 
up’. She says prison staff should not have left him 
alone when they knew he was receiving treatment 
for depression. An inquest in to his death was 
opened and then adjourned. Meanwhile, prison 
authorities are keeping hold of a note which he left 
(The Voice 3.5.86).
